CSULB professor wins $250,000 grant for brushfire study 


The National Science Foundation funded the study of gas 


emissions of Mali Wildfires.

Having studied Mali wildfires study since his 
Peace Corps service in 2000, Cal State Long 
Beach professor and chair of the geography de- 
partment Paul Laris recently earned a $250,000 
grant to study gas emissions wildfires. 

Laris’ close study began in 2011, when he was 
first awarded the grant from the National Science 
Foundation. Laris said this was “seed money” 
that would be used to test his new hypothesis, 
which focuses on gathering accurate estimates 
of gas emissions based on three key variables: 
burned areas, the type of vegetation burned and 
moisture levels of burning brush. 

This new grant allows him and his research 
team to go back to Mali and perform controlled 
burns in 20-square-foot plots of grasslands so that 
they can test gas emissions of methane, carbon 
dioxide and carbon monoxide. They intend to set 
100 or more fires three times a year, Laris said. 

“African savannahs burn far more area and fre- 
quently than anywhere else in the world,” Laris 
said. “And many efforts to estimate emission 
have a huge uncertainty.” 

Laris said that his research proposal was cho- 
sen by the NSF, in part, because the research de- 
sign was very well done. 

By being in the field and measuring the emis- 
sions with a portable gas analyzer, Laris said he 
believes his hypothesis will provide more con- 
crete answers. 


“We are going to be able to provide very ac- 
curate estimates in comparisons to other previous 
emissions,” Laris said. 

According to the project summary submitted 
to NSF, this study will be one of the first models 
to track wildfires based on “land use” and “pat- 
tern changes,” which will contribute to predicting 
future fire gas emissions. 

Laris’ field team comprises him, Mali natives 
and Moussa Kaone from the Ivory Coast, Laris 
said. His research team includes geography grad- 
uate students Sepideh Dadashi and Audrey Jo, 
and Suzanne Wechsler, a CSULB associate pro- 
fessor of geography and Geographic Information 
System expert. 

Using satellite image analysis software, Erdas 
Imagine and ENVI (Exelis Visual Information 
Solutions). Jo said she identifies burned areas in 
satellite images. She said she is creating a map 
“that makes it easier to visualize the pattern of 
fires.” 

Jo was selected for the graduate student re- 
search assistant position because of her expe- 
rience and skills learned in an undergraduate 
research assistant program at CSULB in the sum- 
mer of 2013. 

She said that the results of this research will 
be presented to Malian decision-makers, “which 
would hopefully lead to better informed fire man- 
agement efforts.” 

Jo said that although the study takes place in 
Africa, identifying these fire patterns can predict 
how and why wildfires burn where they do.

close to home,” Jo said. 

Laris said he and his research team have been 
working all summer, analyzing “a wealth of data” 
collected over that past two years. Laris said he 
plans to go back to Mali to conduct controlled 
fires this November. Laris said he is concerned, 
however, about the spread of the Ebola virus. 
Should the virus spread to Mali and render us a 
“no travel zone,” Laris said he will be forced to 
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put a hold on his field experiments. 

Laris said that ultimately this research is im- 
portant in understanding greenhouse gasses and 
climate change. 

He said that Californians don’t have to look far 
to see the effects, such as the California drought. 

“We are addressing a problem that effects ev- 
eryone,” Laris said. “Global warming impacts the 
entire world.”

CSUEU has yet to settle contract 


California State University offered a salary increase, but 


faculty want more.

The California State University and the CSU 
Employees Union have yet to come to an agree- 
ment on the new faculty contracts. 

Although tentative agreements have been made 
on issues such as property rights, safety, and park- 
ing, according to a CSU press release, an agree- 
ment on salary and workload has yet to be final- 
ized. a 

Cal State Long Beach librarian and CSULB 


California Faculty Association bargaining team 
member Kelly Janousek said that faculty had high 
expectations for this contract because negotiation 
started back in December 2013. This gave faculty 
over six months to negotiate before contracts ex- 
pired, she said. 

In the past, Janousek said contracts were not up 
for negotiation until it was already expired. Con- 
tracts expired on June 30, but have been extended 
until Sept. 30, she said. 

The CSU offered a 3 percent salary increase and 
an additional 2 percent salary increase in each of 
the subsequent two years of the three-year con- 
tract, according to the press release. However, fac- 


ulty is asking for a 4 percent salary increase, and 


an additional 3 percent in each of the subsequent 
two years, Janousek said. 

Although these percentages seem close, “be- 
cause of the size of the bargaining unit, there are 
more than 23,000 employees represented by the 
California Faculty Association, the differences 
equate to millions of dollars,’ Michael Uhlen- 
kamp via email, CSU spokesman, said. 

While not being given the pay they deserve, Ja- 
nousek said that faculty workload continuously in- 
creases. Class sizes are larger, course expectations 
are being upped, and in order to get everything re- 
quired to be done, faculty is working well over the 
40-hour work week, she said. Some faculty mem- 
bers are working over 80 hours a week and going 
years without a raise, she said. 

Douglas Domingo-Foraste, acting president of 


CFA, said that faculty members are not ready to 
settle for what they are being offered salary wise. 

“Eight years ago we had a real raise,” Domingo- 
Foraste said, who is also a ~~——~classics profes- 
sor at Cal State Long Beach. “Two years ago we 
had an $80-a-month raise. So, as I like to say, it 
was one tank of gas per month, after taxes.” 

Donmingo-Foraste said that faculty members 
will not settle until they are being given what they 
feel is ultimately fair. 

Faculty said that they remain hopeful and opti- 
mistic about the ongoing negotiations and hope to 
reach an agreement that will satisfy both parties, 
Uhlenkamp said. 

The last meetings will take place on Sept. 18 
and Sept. 19.

A Pandora radio station plays The 
Strokes and Vampire Weekend: across 
the orange and white-themed patio at 
Michael’s Pizzeria on 3rd Street and 
Promenade ‘in Downtown Long Beach; 
honestly, how classy can a pizzeria get? 

A sign out front reads “Try pizza for 
the very first time,” and once the waiter 
brings Apique water in rectangular bot- 
tles, it’s apparent what’s in store: you'll 
find that the restaurant prides itself on 


enhance. 

The dishes and ingredient names on 
the menu are in Italian, but the waiters and wait- 
resses are friendly enough to explain every dish for 
the curious diner. : 

Michael’s is fairly young; the 2nd Street res- 
taurant on Naples Island opened in 2011, and the 
downtown location two years later. 

The authentic pizzeria has been offering Sun- 
day brunch for four months, and two months ago, 
added Saturday brunch. The brunch menu offers 
breakfast adaptations of their pizzas. It’s been 
named the Best Pizza in L.A. and one of the best 
Pizza joints in the U.S., according to Zagat, a sur- 
vey system that collects ratings of restaurants. 


Most of brunch is prepared and served in cast- 
iron skillets, and the unique taste and texture of the 
food owes itself in part to this preparation. 

The Capricciosa frittata, like all others, is served 
with a brioche bread that Michael’s gets from Brea 
Bakery, and some of their house strawberry jam, a 
sweet—but not too sweet — delicacy. 

Inside the frittata, the scrambled egg is spongy, 
and ham and plump sautéed mushrooms are em- 
bedded evenly throughout. Both the ingredients 
and flavors are perfectly balanced. Black and green 
olives are used together and burst when bitten. 
A flower of artichoke sat beneath the mozzarella 
blanket, roasted and soft, but crunchy on the edges. _

Michael’s makes an olive oil blend infused ca- 
labrian chili pepper that can compliment any of 
their savory dishes with a spicy zing. 

The menu offers a variety of frittatas, from all of 
which the meat can be removed. The most pricey 
is Anatra, featuring duck and caramelized shallots. 

Other brunch items include a cinnamon roll with 
rosemary syrup and French toast with either Nutel- 
la or their signature strawberry jam. 

The cinnamon roll was less a breakfast pastry 
than a dessert. The top was a sticky crust reminis- 
cent of créme brulee, and although it unpleasantly 
sticks to the molars, is deliciously balanced by the 
savory hint of rosemary. The bread was crispy on

the outside, but airy on the inside. 

Michael’s French toast avoids the pit- 
falls of conventionally dry French toast. 
Prepared by soaking, rather than dipping, 
the bread is saturated in a mixture of egg, 
milk, cinnamon and vanilla before it’s 
fried. The result is a spongy and moist 
dish that melts in your mouth. The French 
toast is served with a dollop of airy vanil- 
la bean whipped cream and the strawber- 
ry jam. The dish is a completely different 
experience when combined with French 
toast rather than the brioche bread. 

The pizza is one of a kind, and like the 
menu, is authentically Italian but with 
a Californian twist. The mozzarella is 
sparsely distributed on the top, but be- 
fore cheese lovers turn away, they must 
consider the surprisingly sweet tomatoes, 
ample arugula and sweet, floury crust.

First loss since season opener, to BYU 


Last time the women’s 
soccer team lost was 
during its season opener 
against No. 14 USC.

In its first out-of-state game, the 
Long Beach State women’s soccer team 
stumbled to a 2-0 loss against BYU. 

The 49ers (3-2-2) went into the week- 
end ranked No. 23 in the country and 
had their five-game streak snap on the 
road against BYU (2-3-2). This was 
their first loss since the season opener, 
which they lost to No. 14 USC. 

Their defense had a rare low-per- 
formance night, conceding two goals 
- one in each half. Up to this point, the 
49ers had only allowed three goals total 
through six games. 


Ingrassia has made the attacking 
third a huge point of emphasis for his 
team, saying they need to finish the 
chances they’re creating in the box. His 
team has been shut out for the third time 
in seven games. 

Only four shots on goal were made 
against BYU. The 49ers had 10 shots on 
goal against Cal State Bakersfield and 
nine against University of San Diego 
the weekend before. 

BYU’s. sophomore forward Ashley 
Hatch scored a pair of goals to give the 
Cougars the win. Hatch came into the 


game as the Cougars’ leading scorer 
with two goals. Now with four, she has 
as many goals as the rest of her team 
combined. She had previously scored 
goals against Louisiana State Universi- 
ty and LBSU rival Cal State Fullerton. 

The referee awarded the Beach a 
penalty after sophomore Paige Conway 
was fouled in the box. 

Freshman forward Ashley Gonza- 
les, who has been consistent all season, 
missed the penalty and shot over the 
crossbar. 

LBSU isn’t the first team to lose at 


BYU. The Cougars are 84-20-13 at 
home since 2004. 

“[The 49ers] have very great attack- 
ing, creative players and we were able 
to keep the ball away from them,” BYU 
head coach Jennifer Rockwood told Ja- 
son Kitchen of BYU Athletic Commu- 
nications, according to the BYU athlet- 
ics website. 

Despite the loss, the 49ers could sal- 
vage their national ranking when they 
come back home to face last year’s 
Sweet 16 qualifier Wake Forest on Mon- 
day night at George Allen Field.

But the team continued the weekend 
by sweeping the remaining three oppo- 
nents. 

The 49ers (8-3) fell 3-1 to undefeat- 
ed Loyola Marymount (9-0) in a close 
match Thursday with scores of 25-21,

The ‘Niners came back the next two 
days and dominated Northern Colorado

The Beach played the UNC Bears 
on Friday and even though the 49ers 
defeated the Bears 25-16, 25-18 and 25- 
21, Gimmillaro wasn’t impressed with 
his team’s effort.

Amid the 104-degree weather in 
Riverside over the weekend, the men’s 
cross country team placed ninth out of 
29 teams in the 8,000-meter, while the 
women’s side placed 16th of 23 teams in 
the 6K at the UCR Invitational.

30th out of 239 runners and achieved 
his personal best (25:00.7) by improv- 
ing 1:08 from his first race of the season 
two weeks ago.

Four other 49er men placed in the

(25:58.7) in 85th. 

Bautista improved by 1:13 and Velas- 
co by 45 seconds; both finished with 
personal best records. 

Although Sythe sees improvement in 
his team after every meet, he explained 
that a 15-30 second gap between the 
first and last runner is the goal to meet. 

The 49ers’ last runner (Velasco) fin- 
ished 58 seconds behind Ramirez. They 


would just need to minimize that dif- 


ference by 30 seconds. 

The women’s team finished in 16th 
place out of 23 teams. Sophomore Kath- 
leen Dunne was the 49ers’ top runner, 
coming in 64th with a time of 22:35.3. 

Three other 49er women placed in 
the top-100: Sophomore Ashley Car- 
rera (22:40.1) placed 72nd, freshman 
Mikayla Florez (22:47.9) placed 81st and 
Alexandra Lathos (22:57.7) placed 95th.

The day before the tournament, the 
49ers were able to compete against 
three top-tier teams [Stanford, UCLA 
and Pepperdine] in three-quarter exhi- 
bition games instead of full games.
